We are quite willing to concede 
that the view we have consistently 
taken of the character and conduct 
of the Empress Dowager is not that 
held in many of the Legations at 
Peking, ‘Lo the Foreign Ministers 
the Empress Dowager is the de sucto 
raler of China, and that is enough 
\for them. ‘Chey still recognise that 
the Emperor. Kuang Hsii is the de 
jure ruler, as they showed recently 
by insisting on being received: in 
audience by him, and providing that 
it should be understood that the visit 
of their wives to the Empress Dowager 
was merely a social function with no 
political significance. ‘The Empress 
Dowager was one of ‘the secondary 
wives of the Emperor Hsien Féng 
and the mother of the Emperor 
Tung Chi. After the death of ‘Tung 
Chi she acted as Regent during the 
minority of her nephew the present 
Emperor Kuang Hsii; bnt as soon 
as he was old enough to take the 
reins of Government, her rights 
as ruler ceased entirely, and the 
Legations know as well as every one 
else in China knows, that she is 
simply usurping the throne of Kuang 
Hsii, who is only kept alive because 
there does exist—though most of us 
believed that it had no existence- 
|, public opinion in China which 
‘dreads to hear of his death, and will 
| not believe, if the news of his death 
| should come, that it is due to natural 
* causes. 

} We need not recapitulate the in- 
jury that the Empress Dowager has 
‘done to her country and its progress 
especially during the last two years ; 
injury that comes all the worse from 
her because it is generally believed 
, that by race and birth she is Chines2 
:and not Manchu at all, or at best 
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only by adoption. Unfortunately at 
the time of the coup d'état’ our 
Legation made a gigantic mistake 
and lost a splendid opportunity. The 
mistake was made, as has been prac- 
tically confessed, from ignorance ; but 
unfortunately our Legation, having 
put their money on the wrong horse, 
to use Lord Salisbury’s expression, 
have stuck to their opinion.

Tue Editor of the Kokwmin Shimbun 
has sont us what he amusingly calls a 
“monogram” ou the Camphor Monopoly 
of the Formosan Government. It is 
pointed out that under Chinese rule the 
camphor industry of Formosa was. left 
enticely in private hands and the Govern. 
ment exercised no supervision or control, 
‘The consequence was that the trees were 
ruthlessly wasted and destroyed and their 
replacement was left to nature, while 
the trade in camphor was thoroughly 
speculative, production being extravagantly 
stimulated at one time, and then as sud- 
denly sted. Baron Kodama and Dr. 
Goto saw the injury that was being done, 
and—which we must suppose was a very 
strong inducement to interfere—tyat thore 
was a good source of revenue in the 
camphor industry, and so they got a Bill 
through the Diet giving the ‘Formosan 
Government a monopoly. Formosa is the 
main source of camphor for the world, 
but so carelessly was the indus'ry carried 
on that it is estinted that there was a 
loss of 60,000,000 yen a your. ‘his seems 
rather w high figure when we next read 
that the possible production is 6,000,000 
pounds a year, and the price tixed by the 
Government now that the drug is, inspected, 
asayed, and classified is 95° yen for the 
first class and 85 yen for the second class 
per picul. ‘The aims of the Government 
are to protect the trees and supervise the 
production, t» keep up the quality, and 
to sell the drag in foreign markets at 
as low a piece as possible. Accordingly 
they do not sell the camphor by 
auction, as the Indian Government does 
its opium; nor do they grant the mono- 
poly to farmers ; but the price being 
fixed in Formosa, tenderers for the 
monopoly had to mime the lowest price xt 
which they wero prepared to sell the drug 
abroad. ‘They had also to deposit 1,800,000 
yen in public bonds as security for ‘the 
purchase money of the camphor, and 
100,000 yen as security for the fultilment 
of the contract. Of twenty-four applicants 
ouly three were left in when the day came 
for opening the tenders. These were the 
representatives of the American ‘Trading 
Co., Samuel Samuel & Co., and the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha, and the’ monopoly was 
given to Samuel Samuel & Co. on terms 
that are not very clearly stated. It now 
only remains,” we read, ‘for us to watch 
the working of the system, whether all the 
fruits the Formosan government hope to 
reap can be gathered, whether what the 
writer enumerated as the benefits arisins 
from the monopoly of this valuable article 
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camphor, ceaseless supply, uniformity in 
quality and price, economy in doing away 
with waste can be attained, and whether 
the world will be benefited by what the 
Formosan government declares to be a just 
meastire and a humanitarian principle.’

with explosives enough on_board to 
level a great part of nghai ; and 
it is not always easy for the river 
police to make sure that there is no 
cooking or smoking on board boats 
with expldsives on board. Consider- 
ing the utter carelessness of the 
ordinary native boatman, it is wonder- 
ful that there are not more accidents 
‘from explosives in this harbour. 
‘Then come regulations dealing 
with vessels with kerosene ‘oil or 
calcium carbide on board, and those 
with contagious diseases on board. 
Regulation 23 prohibits the throwing 
of ballast or ashes into the river. If 
the North Atlantic were to dry up, 
what magnificent cinder tracks there 
would be ready made between Liver- 
pool and New York. ‘Then vessels 
must keep a sufficient number of 
hands on board to clear and_pay out 
chain, and must keep their jib-booms 
rigged in. ‘There are tot many 
vessels nowadays that this regulation 
touches, hut some of us remember 
the time when thee were three 
hundred vessels in this harbour at a 
time with their fib-booms rigged in. 
There are regulations about buoys, 
and about vessels on fire. This 
happily is not an event that occurs 
very often in Shanghai harbour. 
Then comes a regulation, No. 
whose vbservance the river police 
should strenuously enforce now 
that the hot ther is coming 
on: “The blowing of steam whistles 
or sirens, except for the pur- 
hose of signalling in accordance 
h the Regulations for Preventing 
Collisions at Sea, or for the purpose 
of warning vessels of danger, is for- 
pidden.” ‘The masters of steam- 
Inunches, and of small craft generally, 
are very fond of unnecessary whist- 
ling, but the worst offenders are the 
captains of steamers coming in early 
in the morning in summer, when one 
is just getting a little sleep, who blow 
continously for three or four minutes: 
in order to wake tip the people at the 
distant wharf to which the steamer 
is bound.

Mrs. Little then de- 
scribed how Indy Blake, Mr. Pollock, and 
Col. Fraser had helped to organise the 
meeting in Hongkong. It was a very 
satisfactory meeting, Lady Blake presiding, 
and led ty « gond society being formed 
there, Miss “Blake had consented to 
act as secretary and Mrs. Glover, who 
was well known in Shanghai, took’ much 
interest in the work. Te was said there 
| were between 200 and 300 Chines» ladies 
in Hongkong with bound feet, but they 
| would not come to the meeting on any 
account. Mr. Keswick and Mr. Ho Tung 
had helped her in Hongkong with much 
information and she decided to hold a 
meeting in Canton, On arrival there sho 
found that « meeting had already been 
arranged. The principal members of the 
were present at it. Dr. Fulton, 
i ided and two 
diplomas as 
members of the medical mission. Dr. 
Hume acted as interpreter, and the en- 
thusiasm shown in the proceedings was 
leyond description. Tt was impossible for 
the women to get up to the platform so 
great was the crowd. Ono man came for- 
rd and said that his wife was no longer 
proud of having the smallest feet in 
Canton and she was going to have them 
made as large as posible. Dr, Carr told 
her of a woman who had lost her feet and 
had them preserved in spirits, and sho 
brought them to him begging him to put 
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them on again for her. Mrs, Little said 
sh- had believed that euses of decomp si 
tion and destruction of the fest vecurred in 
the South, and at last a Chinese lady told 
her she knew of several instauces where 
the feet had been destroyed by binding 
especially amongst the upper classes. 3 
second meeting was held on February the 
19th, at which a number of Chinese indies 
were present and the Viceroy consented 
to see her but he could not sve how to heip 
her. ‘The visit to the Viceroy was ex- 
tremely interesting and if any of those 
present knew Chineso they would be 
interested to see what he wrote upon 
a fan for her. When she asked him 
about stopping footbinding, he said he 
was not clever enough for that. He said 
he could not promise her much help but 
said he would write her an essay Alto- 
gether his treatment of her was  ex- 
tremely courteous wnt kindly. At Macao 
she found tho people having a good 
time, and the representative of the go- 
verninent wrote to her that the Por- 
tayuege just then could think of nothing 
serious ‘on account of a carnival. Ono 
meeting was held in Mucao, but there were 
many difiiculties connected with it owing 
to the mixture of people there, One gen- 
tleman in Maco sent her a number of 
Chinese shoes and she believed that foot- 
binding would soon ceaso there. It was 
alrendy less there than anywhore else. 
Mrs. Little spoke of the magniticenco of 
the Chinese houses in Macao and stated 
that she hvd lenent that many women there 
were unbinding their feet. Re'urning to 
Hongkong, Mrs. Little went with Lady 
and Misy Blake to seo some Chinese in- 
stitutions, including a new club, and, she 
xaid, whe would like to tell them how much 
Lady Blako had done for the movement in 
Hongkony. An interesting account was 
next yiven of her reception by the Chinese 
in Hongkong, and of how Lady Blake 
had invited the Chinese ladies to come 
to Government House and talk the matter 
over with her. A strong society was now 
being formed in Hongkong but unt 
tunately Lady Blake was Five 
ies had unbound their feet since the 
Indies’ meeting in Hongkong. Another 
meeting was held when the childron of the 
Buliling School attended ; another was held 
at Queen's Gallege.

THE DIVIDING LINE 
BETWEEN THE DEMOCRATIC 
AND REPUBLICAN PARTIES. 
—a—e 
Ihave been asked to write an article on 
American politics, and vublish it in the 
North-China Daily News; and I have 
thought a brief presentation of the 
fundamental differences between the Demo- 
cratic and Republican puties would make 
the subject more intelligible. 





the true dividing line between parties, and 
often prove misleading as to what is meant, 
‘and as often produce fatal consequences. 
‘Phe Democratic party was organised by 
Jefferson upon the principle that the Con- 
stitution should be strictly construed, while 











the Republican party was founded upon 
the idea that its construction should be 
liberal, and therein lies the great funda- 
mental difference between the two parties. 
And which is right and which wrong can 
only be decermined by historical re:erences. 

The contention in favour of a liberal 
construction of the Constitution originated 
in the belief that the instrument was the 
work of the whole people, and not that of 
the poople of the States acting sep rately. 
Phe question is one of great nicety, but 
historic faet er it accurately, 

When the American Colonies achieved 
independence they were recognised sepa- 
rately by Great Britain ; they were not re~ 
cognised as a whole, but as distinct and 
independent Colonies ; and when the Con 
stitution was framed, it was framed throush 
the agency of representatives of the States, 
each State having its own representation 
in the Convention, and voting by Sustes 
and not by the inajority of members. 
That is the way the Constitution was 
framed ; and when it was submicted for 
ratitication it was not submitted to the 
peoplo as a whole, but to the States to be 
voted upon by them separately and inde- 
pendently. There can be no doubt es 
to this fact, because some of the States 
refused at the time to ratify the Con- 
stitution, but notwithstanding such refus- 
al the number prescribed had ratitied 
it; and that way the beginning of the 
United States under the Constitution. 

As the Colonies had been recognived 
separately, and ay the Constitution had 
been ratitied by the States, acting in their 
separate capacities, Jefferson contended 
that the general government, 60 formed, 
could only exercise the powers conferrad by 
the Constitution, ani that all powers not 
su conferred were reserved to the States. 
‘That was the doctrine of strict construction, 
snd follows the legal principle that one who 
nots under a power of attorney can only 
logally do whut the power of attoruey 
directs. 

It is difficult to understand how Jefferson 
could have been wrong, but there wore 
sume able men of his time who espoused 
the opposite opinion, and held that the 
people of the whole United States, and not 
of the States, had made the Constitution.

THE MOON AT FIFTY sLES. 

As the new teleseope ia to have a magnify 
ing power more than tivice as great as that 
of the largest. existing instrument, the 
world will be brought mach nearer, in the 

etaphorien 0 the heavenly. bodies 
has ever been the case. The moon, 
for instance, after making due allowance 
for atmospheric conditions, will appear as 
if it were only fifty miles away, and there 
cannot be the least doubt that many im- 
portant astronomical discoveries will be 
made. With a thoughtfulness which can-

A MOTIONLESS TELESCOPE. 

Some misapprehension app 
as to the appearance of the telescope. Tt 
was represented not long ago ina London 
daily paper as mounted on an enormous 
tripod stand, the artist having evidently 
wed his inspiration from the Em- 
bankment telescope through which the 
stars may be regarded at the modest 
rate of a penny atime. As a matter of 
ct, the tube will simply lie horizontally 
t stone pillars, each thirty feet 
nd will point directly at a” large 
ar mitror pivoted upon a massive 
iron stand and ‘so nicely regulated by 
hinery that the mere pressure of 0 
finger will turn the mirror in any required 
direction. The mirror is further provided 
with clockwork to counteract the effects of 
the earth's rotation and keep the image 
under examination in its 1 
reflecting surface. The eye-piece of the 
telescope is also moved by clockwork in a 
| rotary direction so that the image maintains 
its position in relation to the two wires 
which cross the field of the instrument at 
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right angles and aro indispensable for 
purposes of observation. 
MIRROR-MAKING EXTRAORDINARY. 

The polishing of the mirror, which was 
begun early in 1897 and was not completed 
until last’ autumn, was an exceedingly 
dvlicae piece of work, tho value of the 
telescope depending entirely on the abso- 
lute flatness of the reflucting surface, An 
examination made by M. Loewy, Ditector 
of the Paris Observatory, showed that 
the work, w entrusted to M. P. 
Guutier of Paris, has been carried out with 
complete success. The great dise of glass 
was fixed in a circular iron frame and a 
steel polisher, fed with the finest emery 
powder, was Worked slowly bacaward and 
forward over the glass, As the slightest 
overheating of any part of the surface 
would cause fliws and irregularities, the 
polishing machine was never operated for 
more than a minute at a time and. the 
mirror was then left alone for an hour 
before anothor minute's polishing could be 
attempted, The utmost care had to be 
taken to prevent any moisture finding its 
way on to the mirror. Even the placi 
the bare hand on.the ylass for a few se 
was found to eauso'an appreciable swelli 
of the surface and necessitate several days’ 
work to remove the irregularity, ‘Lhe whole 
process was carried out in» secluded 
corner, shut off by double dors from the 
rast of the workshop, and kept in a dim 
religious light appropriate to. au inmate 
destined to commune with the hea 
and reveal their secrets to mankind. 
From time to time the mirror was tested 
by projecting on to its surface » min 
beam of light through a hole ina screen, 
and the reflection of this artiticial star was 
examined through a small telescope of 
high magnifying power. Absolute plai 
was shown by'a clearly defined im 
surrounded by rings, alternately light and 
dark and increasing in diameter 
purtion to their distance from the imag 
f the surface happened to be concave 
the point of impact of the beam of light, 
the image was flattened along its vertied 
diameter the inverse result being produced 
in the case of convexity, ‘Then the 
polisher came into play again, uutil with 
infinite patience the necessary perfection 
was reached. 

‘The polishing of the two g 
alo entrusted to M. Gautier, 
children's play in comparison with the 
mirror, Nevertheless, special machinery 
had to be constructed to secure absolute 
correctness of convexity. It may be re- 
marked en passant that the casting of large 
pieces of glass is one of the few depart 
ments of inlustry in which the United 
States have not otitstripped the Od World. 
‘Pho lenses of all the big American tele- 
Scopes were cast either by Cimuee of 
Birmingham or Feil of Paris. The 30 
crown glass dis2s for the instrument 
involved nearly three years of labour a1 
1 failuces, ‘The great mirror for the Paris 
siderostat was cast at Jeamont in a special 
crucible with « capacity of 20 tons, Out 
of twelve discs cast, only two were sutis- 
factory.

But at present our enemies are adopting 
artful contrivances to destroy our countr: 
On the plea of assisting. us, foreigners 
trol our army, our railways, our mines, 
our customs and our commerce. It is truo 
that this deceitful scheming has been al- 
lowed by powerful mandarins, or foreigners 
would never have attempted it. But the 
Chinese are ignorant of the trend of it all. 
To grasp at and hold complete authority 
over a country, without taking. the 
country by force of arms, is to move slowly 
and gradually. But the result will be the 
same. Those who thus conquer avoid the 
horrors of war. Without abruptly 
changing the rulers, they secretly and 
slowly change everything, until” they 
gradually seize the whole empire. Thi 
a new way of conquering a country, but it 
is quite effectiv 

Stupid men meanwhile do not sec that 
the country is seized by a fatal malady 
Suppose a fisherman caught a fish ina net, 
but allowed the net to remain for i time 
in the water, tho fish, in its native clement, 
would still swim about, and be happy, and 
would not know that it was enmeshed. 
Next morning, however, the fisherman 
would sell the fish and it would probably 
be cooked and eaten the next evening not- 
withstanding. Now the Chinese are being 






































‘ enmeshed by other countries, and are being 


kept waiting awhile till they are cooked in 
order to be eaten. Yet, they aro quito 
unaware that the country is moribund, is 
at the point of dissolution, and death is 
the most terrible of all things which a 
person is called to mect. Again, a man 
who rears fowls, receives customers every 
day, and discusses with them the price of 
the chickens, with a view to sell them. 
When a bargain is struck, tho owner 
fastens the door, catches the doomed ones, 
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and puts thom into a big erate. But the 
fowls don’t know the meaning of what is 
being done. I regard my countrymen 
just about as wise, only the misery that 
they will endure is much more terrible 
than that to which fowls and d 
subjected. 
Foren 
Recently France, on the plea of diffi- 
culties relating to the Church, sent 30,000 
soldiers into Yunnan, to punish tho 
Chinese. Supposing now this province is 
lost, will not China become at once like a 
sliced melon? Lately, for no valid reason, 
in Talienwan, Kiaoehon, and Kuang: 
chouwan, Russia, Germany, and 
respectively, killed in each province many 
Inndred people and burnt many hundred 
houses. If our Government were to bring 
the matter to the notice of the gover 
ments of the countries concerned, the Em- 
perors would pay no attention to our ap- 
peals, for they regard us only as so many 
weeds—as, in faet, so much rubbish, Even 
within our own boundaries the subjects of 
other countries trample us in the dust ; 
and this attitude is more unbearable when 
the Chinese set foot on Australian or 
American soil, where there is no one to 
protect them. 


‘THE TERRIGLE DOOM THAT AWAITS US. 
After the conquest and subjugation of 
our Empire, with all the shame and dis 
grace involved therein, will there not fol- 
Jow for us greater misery yet? I will now 
briefly outline at least five kinds of bitter 
experience, from which we cannot escape : 
(a) There will be a substantial increase 
of. taxation, But someone will say : 
“Have not all the dynasties which have 
reigned in the past, changed their Em- 
perors 2 Have there not been all kinds of 
rulers? They may have been generous, 
just and good, or not, what is the dif- 
Terence 2 ‘The futuro will be just the 
same as the past.” Yes, but when 
foreigners get the upper hand of us they 
avill tax our personé, our houses, our 
windows and doors, our cows, horses, 
sheep, dogs, pigs and fowls. Last x 
about the 4th month, the Russians 
Palienwan imposed stich heavy taxes on 
the persons, the houses, the fowls and the 
dogs of the Chinese, that each family: had 
to pay $6 per mensem, which would be 
$72.00 per annum. ‘The people are poor ; 
the land unfruitful ; although the pea- 
sants undergo terrible hardships, each 
not earn many tens of dollars per 
num, ‘Therefore whole families have 
nothing to eat, nothing to wear and are 
on the verge of, even if they do not fall 
into, actual starvation. ‘They could not 
possibly pay such extravagant taxes. 
‘Then the inhabitants of Talienwan met, 
and sent some hundred men as a deputa- 
tion to the Russian officials. But these 
latter opened fire on them with loaded 
rifles and killed many. In regard to the 
French in Saigon the same thing obtains. 
‘Each man must pay $12 per annum. Each 
pig is taxed to the tune of $5. Hence 
every family, each year, will pay 
a hundred dollars. “Moreover, ever’ 
must obtain a pass paper, 
carry it on his person. 
to do this, he may be fined or imprisoned at 
any moment. “When the French r 
get to know the opulence and prosper: 
of the people of Kuangtung, they will i 
pose yet heavier taxes still. If you con- 
sider these things you will understand. 
How then will our people be able to endure 
such a bitter yoke 2 This is the first 
heavy sorrow that will follow the conquest 
of our Empire. 

(b) The next pill, which we must 
swallow is that we shall never again 
wield power, or share in the honour of our 
country. After our Empire is subjugated 
the Chinese will most certainly be re- 
garded as the negroes or the Hindoos are 











































































now regarded. We shall be cruelly re- 
pressed an} must spond our lives in terrible 
slavery to the conqueror. Every avenue 
to wealth and honour will be closed against 
us. We shall in fact become eternally the 
white man’s slaves. Look now at Indi: 
In the 30th year of Kien Lung, India w: 
subjugated ; but not until the 2nd year of 
Ruang Hsii_ were representatives selected 
to have a seat in Parliament, and then, 
only two were admitted this honour. The 
200,000,000 of India, moreover cannot 
gain admission into’ the ranks of the 
iberal professions, after more than a hun- 
dred years. Yet both negroes and Hindoos 
are allowed to travel abroad wherever they 
list, whilst the citizens of our own country 
are forbidden this pri i, 
while we are yet a country and not q 
destroyed, we are not permitted to enj 
such an elementary privilege, which 
black men enjoy, what will he our cond 
tion when our country is altogether co 
quered and subjugated ‘This is the second 
grievous evil that will follow the conquest 
of our Empire.

‘An examination of the passage. will 
reveal the fact that it is largely unham- 
pered by what are known as rules, and 
hat the youngster formulated certain 
principles ad “i. which if adopted 








generally would revolutionise the whole 
world of grammar. The rapid conver- 
sion of the inoffending preposition into 


a digital noun, which almost leads one 
to suppose that the young hopeful was 
writing Chinese instead of Latin Gram- 
mar, would have done credit to the 
Great Napoleon. ‘Tere is, however, in 
the composition evidence of fearlessness 
and dash which one can almost admire, 
one admires the chess. playing 
irst Consul, who had the habit 
of making chess rules of bis own as the 
game proceeded. 

‘The common consent of mankind 
has agreed that rules are necessary. It 
happens then that we are, all of us, 
hampered, hemmed in, hedged in, bound 








by them. We have rules of society, 
rules of law, rules of chess, rules 
of everything, embracing the whole field 





from ‘Turveydrop to Blackstone and 
Lindley Murray. Our education is a 
great deal more than the drawing out 
of the faculties; it is the shaping, the 
flagellation of the whole life and being, 
according to certain regulations which 

n ancient consensus communis has de- 
clared good. An educated sensibility 
quickly detects every infraction of rule, 
and the impact of ‘broken laws upon 
such sensibilities produces nervousness 
which is bodily, mental, or spiritual. By 
this statement, we do not mean to 
provoke a metaphysical discussion as 
to whether the nervous kingdom, like 
Gaul in the time of Julius Caesar, is 
divided into three parts. We leave 
the point to the consciousness of the 
intelligent if not gentle reader, and 
fraught though the subject—that hyper- 
nervousness is hyper-education—may be, 
we relegate the question to the same 
convenient and desirable locality. ‘The 
mental and- spiritual horizon of Euro- 
peans is more or less circumscribed by 
fact; in such a way, however, that the 
imagination, will, and emotions are 
penmitted a wholesome free-play. Com 
paratively very few seriously. realise how 
much he himself particularly and every 
body else generally has been touched 
and moulded in every department of his 
lawful life, by the influence of one 
Book. In the dark room of heathenism, 
the contact with people whose lives 
have been cast in another mould, or 
rather have not been moulded at all, 
develops this impression (to use a 
photographic figure) into a clearly de- 
fined picture. 

There scems to be neither horizon, 
zenith, nor nadir to the Chinese im- 
agination. In so far as supernatural 
rules are concerned, it is untrammelled. 
Esteriorly the Chinese seem quiet and 
unimaginative, and many authors have 
defined them as such, just as old John 
Willit defined Barnaby Rudge as having 
no imagination whatever. But under 
the “watermelon” cap of John China- 
man, there play ideas not yet dreamed 
of by the neophytic European—ideas of 
his own as well*as those that have been 
bequeathed by a hoary-headed and 
limitless ancestry. The belief in metem- 
psychosis introduces and contributes a 
new clement and factor in births, deaths, 
and the routine of daily life. The poet 
Coleridge may possibly have held such 
ideas when he apostrophised a young 
ass, “I hail thee brother.” To the Chi- 
nese mind it is fairly within the limits of 
a wide possibility that the same young 
ass was the transmigrated grandfather of 
the writer, who, in this effort, at least,
